WHOSE INTEREST DOES HE SERVE? 


It is an interesting controversy that is now going 


on between the Governor's office and George T. Poor, 
a member of the Public "Utilities Commission of the 
State of Ohio. 


Mr. Poor, it had beqn learned, owns $10,000.00 


' worth of stock in the Cities Service Company. The Cit- 
ies Service Company owns the Public Service Com- 
pany's stock, and hence for all intents and purposes, 
the Cities Service Company is the Ohio Public Service 
Company, which is furnishing utilities to various cities 
in the state. 


There is no one man or group of men in a position 


to so effect the income of the Ohio Public Service Com- 
pany as are the members of the Public Utilities Com- 
mission. The law itself distinctly prohibits a member 
: of the Public Utilities Commission owning stock in any 


corporation coming under the supervision of the State 
Public Utilities Commission. 


Imagine for a moment, the influence that that 


amount of money invested in this particular stock 
would have upon any ordinary man when it comes to a 
question which he is to determine as to the income of 
the very corporation in which his interest lies. 


- We have called attention in these columns repeat- 


edly to the fact that in nearly all the cases, the Public 


^ tTtilities Commission of the State sides with the Public 


Utilities against the contention of the people. We 


„, never charged that these men were pecuniarHv inter- 


ested in the outcome, of the transaction. We have rath- 
,er pointed out the fact that their salaries and their ex- 
penses were paid almost directly by the Public Service 
Corporations of the state, and that it was natural to aid 
those who paid their salaries on the principle that "the 
o* knoweth his owner, and the ass, his master's trick." 


But now it appears that one out of the three 


•has owned a large block of stock that would be affected 
"by their decision. Whether the other members had such 
Btock does not appear. This would not have turned up 
had it not been for the fact that the stock had been put, 
up as collateral for a loan with a partnership—which I 
went into bankruptcy and used this hypothicated stock 
of the commissioner to liquidate their own debts. He 
objected, and his objections brought the fact to public 
notice. Does any one imagine that he would have stated 
this to the public of Ms own volition? He did it to save 
Ms $10,000.00. 


Whether or no the Governor succeeds, we do con- 


tend that not much justice can be expected under such 
circumstances, as far as the people are concerned.

AN INEXPENSIVE CURRENCY SYSTEM 


We note that Germany, because of the falling in 


price of the German mark to a point where its value 
has nearly disappeared, proposes to adept a new cur- 
rency system.
